Throe British sibjects, Mr. and Mrs. AR 
Waigall and Me, W. W. Taylor, left Seoul to, 
exanive mining .proparties in the Pyenr 
Yangaloo provines of Corea, On tha way thoy 

‘appear to have been molested and scandal ously 
mistreated by some. Japanese soldiers, who 
evidently dil not appraciate the, benevalont 
policy of their owa authorities at Tokyo, The

— But 
when they reached a placo called Heui-chivng, 
where ware many troops with, transport, they 
werg invaded unceremoniously in their rooms

Upon “Mr 
Weivall walking up to whore his wife stodd) | 
this soldier threw the breech of his gaa open, 
put in a cartridge and kept the giin lavelled at 
them during the time Mr. Weigall wrote 
oul a statement of the happenings, This 
wes given to, me to sign, which T did 
with tho Japaness soldier's gun pointed 
at mo., I fally believe tbat had not one 
of his companions, who had by this time arrived 
on the scone, 
shot Mr, and Mrs. Woigall During these 
happenings I was seated on my ‘horse, avd no 
move had been made by either of us tha’ could 
have justified this treatment. We wera 
‘| informed that we would have to return to Heni- 
Chieng 40 the pack horses wore turned round. 
Mr. and Mrs. Weigall were marched off ahoad 
under eacort of the Japunose soldior who first 
met us, who. during the time they were in my 
sight kept his bayonot close to their backs.
